THE DANGEKOUS FISHING GKOUND. 


Of Georges Shoal, where in a recent gale 


fourteen 
vessels freni Gloucester, Mnsn., 


with ouo hundred and llfty-five men were, 
lost, tho Boston Herald says: Georges Sboa! 
is situated about ouo hundred and twenty 
miles east-southeast of Cape Ann, on tho 
edge of the Gulf Streom, which rung past it 
with BO strong a tide tbat vessels havo been 
known to be carried eastward by it in the 
teeth of tt strong opposing breeze. In some 
sections of this shoal there is little water- 
in one place, it is said, not over three feet— 
and old bankers say that they havo seen it 
at times above water. 
At other places tbe

has 
only 
eight feet of 
water. 


It is nt 
the outer edges of tbo shoal 


tbat tbe fish are found, in the warm waters 
of tho Gulf Stream or their vicinity, aud the 
vessels, when they encounter them, drop 
their anchors nud nut out their linos with 
baited hooks, and find lively work in land- 
ing tho fish oil deck. 
When one vessel 


strikes a school of fish the others draw uear 
and cast anchor close by. In this way a 
number of vessels are often, anchored to- 
gether, which is a dangerous situation if a 
Btorni should arise and one of them should 
part her cable. In such an event, to avoid 
collision and certain destruction, the other 
vessels in her track would Lava to out tbeir 
cables, which is always a dangerous re- 
sort in a storm, for if the vessel brooches-to, 
witb her side to the coming wave, she is 
most likely to bo crushed by its tremendous 
force. The cables used are made of tbe 
best hemp, from two to three and one half 
inches in diameter, according to tbe size of 
the vessel. 
"With each lifting bound of tbo 


vessel iu u storm, with her head to tho sea, 
tbese cables stretch and give, and then con- 
tract again for the next similar movement. 
The waves iu a storm on Georges banks are 
abort, chopping,*but sometimes irresistible. 
If 
a 
vessel, 
with 
flush 
dock 
aud 


strong 
bulwarks, ships 
one of those 


seas—three 
of those heavy waves, it 


is £aid, follow one another iu quick succes- 
sion—she is weighted down so as to be al- 
most uuder water, and before she can dis- 
charge the body of water on her deck tbe 
other two seas ore upon her, and she sinks 
to rise no more, with no trace of her or her 
crew to be seen again. 
Nobody has ever 


seen a Georges vessel lost, but it is sup- 
posed that she gets into what is called the 
wasb on the shoals, and is turned over and 
tossed about till she breaks in pieces and 
her remains are covered by tbo eand or 
washed into tbo volume of tho Gulf Stream 
and carried away to the unknown depths of 
the ocean.
